Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claim 1 , the prior art of record alone or in combination neither teaches 
nor makes obvious the invention having a concentration of fluorine contained in the 
amorphous silicon nitride film gate insulating film in a range of about 7x1 0 18 atoms/cm 3 
to about 1x10 20 atoms/cm 3 in combination with all of the limitations of Claim 1.
